‘V ,te aid J anuary 1, unless 
the legislature revamps the school 
laws, Fichter said.

for needed operating expenses.

ers approved more than 500 spec- 
ial school levies on the ballots in 
Tuesday 
elections 
in 
approxi- 


mately 775 school districts, Joseph 
W. Fichter, assistant director Qf 
the state education 
department, 


estimated on the basis of incom- 
plete returns today. 


However, according to Fichter's 


estimate, the proposed levies in 
about 250 district? failed. 
The 


schools in the latter case put their 
financial problems squarely on the 
shoulders of the coming special 
session of the legislature. Where 
levies failed in state aid 
school 


districts, the latter will be cut off 
from state aid January 1, urless i 
the legislature revamps the school i 
laws, Fichter said. 


MAY BE CLOSED 


OUl*T districfs where levies1 
and where the 
schools 
do j 


not receive state aid, schools may) 
be forced to -close at the first of j 
the. year "or soon after" because 
of lack of money unless the legis- 
lature enacts laws to help them, 
according to Fichter. 
The latter 


based his estimates on returns 
from more than 200 school dis- 
tricts. There, complete returns 
showed that 
135 school levies 


passed 
and 
approximately 80 


failed. However, Fichter said that 
a total of about only 250 would 
fail to approve the levies in his 
belief. 


"The approval by the voters of 


the special levies," Fichtsr said, 
was very encouraging. It shows 
that the public has not abandoned 
the schools.
